ITKMS OF SOUTHERN NEWS. 

By the arrival of the Ruth from New 
Orleans we have some items of news that 
will prove interesting to the general 
reader. 

John Hancock is in Now Orleans doing 
all in his power for the re-establishment 
of Texas In the Union, without the inter- 
ference of a military government. Ho 
says the only way to effect his pnrposo 
would be to elect some person as Uov- 
ertKvr who would provn acceptable to the 
authorities at Washington. Some of the 
ix-ople of Texss regard this as humilia- 
ting, and will perhaiw, by reason of « c m w 
lalso prido, submit to the inconvenience of 
a military government rather than ac- 
cept the preferable alternative. 

A correspondent of the Times says Maj. 
General Herron found everything in a 
disorganized state upon arrival nt Snreve- 
port, but is rapidly setting them to 
rights. Fragments of disbanded Confed- 
erate forces are quite troublesome between 
Shreveport ana the Texas line. They 
"press" horses and mules into their 
individual service, and it is no un- 
unsual occurrence for them to de- 
mand money and other articles. 

All this will soon be at an end, how- 
ever, for Marshall, Texas, and Washing- 
ton, Arkansas, are, in a few days, to be 
occupied by the Federals, and the old 
flag again hoisted to the breeze, as it lias 
already been at Monroe and Camden, on 
the Ouachita river. 

The negro is making trouble there ns 
he does everywhere else. Throughout all 
the neighboring country the hands are 
leaving their old plantation homes und 
coming within the lines of Federal occu- 
pation. So much hus this been the' case 
that Gen. Herron has been obliged t<> Is- 
sue an order for them to remuiu on their 
plantations, assuring them that their 
wants, for the present at least, cannot be 
provided for by the powers that be. It 
seems to us that the Government has got 
an elephant and don't kuow exactly 
what to do with it. Gen. Herron also 
provides that the negroes shall receive 
from their former musters compensation 
for their labor.

But further, the mode of presenting this 
ainc-ncimeut, aud the process of ratifying 
it, was no!, couU^mpluted ^>y the lramcrs 
of the Constitution. 

The old Articles of Confederation could 
no: be a mended except by the consent of 
every State. 

Those who made our Constitution w ould 
not allow a mere majority of Congress 
and of the States to amend it; for that 
w ould place the rights of a minority at ' 
the mercy of a temporary majority. On < 
the other hand, they thought it not rea- j 
able to allow ono or two Stabes to veto ; 
the wishes of thn mass of the Stales. 
Therefore they provided that two-thirds 
of Congress might pass an amendment, j 
aud that it should bo a part of the Const i- j 
tut ion when three- fourtlis of tho States] 
ratified it. It was reasonable to suppose j 
that an amendment thus made would not | 
be op pr e ssive om ■ minority. But mark 
it, This convention provided that every 
district iu every State would be repre- 
sented iu one House of Congress, and that 
every Siato would have au equal repre- 
sentation In the Senate. In that condi- 
tion of things two-thirds of Congress 
would not i)e likely to pass an amend- 
ment very injurious to any minority. 
The framers of the Constitution did not 
contemplate that two-thirds of a majority 
only, w ith one-third of the States absent, 
should have power to propose an amend- 
ment. In that case, the reasonableness of 
! the plait fails. 

; Again, it w us understood that the States 
| shall be free under their own Coiifctitu- 
tlons and Una, and in the full enjoymem 
of all their reserved rights. Then, cer- 
tainly, it would not be reasonable to sup- 
pose that three-fourths of them would 
join in an act oppressive to the remaining 
fourth.

Trkk Planting. — It is an error to ma- 
nure, in the hole, newly planted trees, 
whether fruit or forest. Make the earth 
deep, fino and rich from previous mnnur- 
ing and cultivating, but do not use any 
inpnure unless it is the very rinest loutny 
compost at the time of planting. To pro- 
tect and enrich the roots, you may cover 
tho surface with straw, leaves, brush or 
very coarse manure, to decay gradually. 
If set in the Spring, you mav apply ma- 
nure; liberally iu Autumn, it set iu Au- 
tumn, you may mulch pretty liberally 
with coarse tuunure before the ground is 
frozen. When trees get a good start, and 
are making roots and limbs rapidly, we 
do not know that you could hurt them 
v. ith manure, lime or ashos, in any rea- 
sonable quantity. We do know, as a 
general thing, all sorts of trees, vines 
and shrubs are wofully neglected ami 
suffer the want of manure. 



Kajstrq Turkeys. — I set my turkeys 
in my barn as early as I can, and with 
not over tifteen eggs apiece. When t hey 
hatch I put them under a erate and feod 
thein oh cracked corn and niilk-eunls, 
and if I have milk-curds enough I feed 
them on it altogether, aud I hardly ever 
lose a young one. When they are lour 
weeks old I kt them come out to shift for 
themselves. The old ones sometimes 
hatch a second brood. Four of mine have 
this year. If they lay more than fifteen 
eggs'l set the balance* under bens, and so 
1 raised from six old hens ninety young 
ones, worth now, at market price, one 
hundred and fifty dollars.

In reply to your communication call- 
ing my attention lo an article published 
in tht»" Democrat 'of this morning, in pro- 
tended Justification of Lieut. Bruce C. 
Payne, I have the honor to state that 
when Major General Palmer assumed 
command of this Department, the record 
in Payne's case was forwarded to my 
office for such action as the Major Gen- 
eral commanding might deem proper. 
Having tried the case myself, I thought 
best to send the record to Col. W. M. 
Dunn, Assistant Judge Advocate Gener- 
al, for reviewal, before submitting it to 
the commanding General. Col. Dunn 
kindly consented to give it a critical ex- 
amination, which he did, and returned it 
to me approved. Tho record was then 
oSiefully reviewed by Maj. Gen. Palmer, 
who sustained the action of the 
court and directed tho sentence to be 
carried into offect. This was done and 
tho record forwarded to tho Bureau of 
Military Justice. Sometime after this I 
found that General J. F. Farnsworth, 
member of Congress from Illinois, had 
undertaken to get Payne out of prison, 
and that h»- was in Louisville for that pur- 
pose. Failing to accomplish his object here, 
he went to Washington and succeeded in 
having a report of the case ordered by the 
Secretary of War. The report, giving a 
synopsis of the case, was made by un 
officer on duty in tho Bureau of Military 
Justice, and that report sustained the 
opinion of the court that the evidence 
fully justitled tho sentence. Of course 
General Farnsworth was not satisfied 
with this report, aud a second one was 
ordered and made by Judge Advocate 
Major H. B. Bingham, which also fully 
sustained the court in their action. A 
personal appeal wastheu made by Payne's 
Iriends to the Secretary of War. which re- 
sulted in tbe following order being issued, 
viz:

An invitation was read for the General 
Council to attend the exhibition of the 
Female High School, at tho Masonic 
Temple to-night, and tho Male High 
School Friday night. 

An ordinance passed the lower board 
prohibiting the sale of cows and calve* in 
the stn-ets, alleys or public wharves of 
the city. 

The committee, to whom was referred 
Tucker's resolution iu regard to tho City 
Railway Company, asked further time to 
report, which was granted. 

The ferry ordinance regulating the run- 
ning time of ferryboats between Jeffer- 
sonville and Louisville (the bill fixes no 
prices) was adopted in the Lower Board. 

In the Board of Aldermen there was 
some warm discussion in regard to the 
ordinance uniforming the police, Messrs. 
Craig, Murphy and Hubbard being 
against it, and Osborne and Baxter for it. 
The police handed in five remonstrances 
Bigned, or pretended to be signed, by 061 
persons. Some of the police for six or 
seven days used every effort to get the 
remonstrances signed, and out of a voting 
population of 10,000 they got but 061 sig- 
natures, and some of them were obtained 
through outside issues. 

After some discussion the motion of 
Mr. Craig to refer was carried by a vote 
of 6 to 5. It was referred to Mcssrs.Cralg, 
Caruth, Osborne, Hubbard and Baxter, 
with leave to report last nighty 

The committee, to whom was referred 
the ordinance uniforming the police, re- 
ported two amendments, viz: Add to the 
second section, "The chief to submit rules 
and regulations for the government of the 
police to the Council for approval," and 
to tho fifth section, that the "Badge 
to be w orn on the hat should be of a style 
to be approved by the chief." 

The ordinance, as amended, was then 
passed by a vote of 9 to 2, Messrs. Murphy 
and Twyman voting in the negative. 

The ordinance was then taken to the 
lower board and the amendments con- 
curred in. It will become a law as soon 
as signed by the Mayor. 

By the above it will be seen that the ef- 
forts of the police and their friends were 
futile and that the wishes of the people 
have at last been complied with by the 
Council. 

Without transacting any other business 
of importance the Council adjourned to 
meet again on Friday evening, July 7th.

The Cabinet convened to-day. but tbe 
President not having recovered from hi* i 
indisposition, no business a as transacted. 
By to-uiorrow the President will, doubt- 
leas, be well enough to resume his offi- 
cial labors. 

Senator Wade, as Chairman of the 
Committee on the Conduct of the War, U 
here, reviewing the sheets of the report 
of l^at committee, comprising rec nt tes- 
timony as to thf treatment our prisoners 
received at the hands of the rebels. The 
'X>tnmitle« say* tbe evidence clearh 
shows that tens of thousands of our brave 
soldiers have fallen victims to that sav- 
age and in'ernal spirit which actuated 
those who spared not the prisoners at 
their mercy, who sought by midnight ar- 
son to destroy hundreds ' of defenseless 
women snd children, and who hesitated 
not to resort to means to commit act «- 
that the nations of the earth would 
stand aghast at. 

Tbe prison Surgeon's report of the 
Richmond prisons shows that a fraction 
> half of all tbe cases were entered as 
and the most of these were the 
result of disease. Inhuman treat- 
ment, and neglect. But a little more than 
half the necessary number of beds were 
provided and the nurses occupied them to 
the exclusion of the sick. Alter our men 
died their bodies were treated as the car- 
•jasses of so many dead animals. Thev 
were piled In tbe dead honse and Lbefr 
eyes and cheeks oaten out by rats belorv 
ihey were put in coffins. 

The keapers generally manifested al- 
most total indifference to the lives aud 
condition of the prisoners, and, as one of 
the many illustrations of this, a witness 
testified to the following : 

I was standing one day by the hospital. 
One of our negro soldiers, captured at tbe 
explosion ot tbe mine near Petersburg, 
was standing near by, engaged in skir- 
mishing, as we prisoners call it — examin- 
:ng his clothes for vermin. A rebel sen- 
tinel, at whom I happened to be looking 
Mt the time, drew up his musket, took de- 
liberate aim and fired, killing the negro 
on tbe spot. On being asked what be did 
it tor, ne answered: "To see the d — u 
Mack son of a b— h drop." The rebels 
said they got thirty days' furlough for 
« booting a Yankee. 

The committee say it is a matter ef con- 
gratulation that notwithstanding the 
great provocation to pursue a different 
course, our authorities have ever treated 
their prisoner* humanely and genera 11 v 
have in all respects conducted this contest 
according to the rules of the moat civilized 
war-tare.
